Others may hunker down in a favorite chair, with 
a special playlist, headphones and a book, creating a 
custom soundtrack for a fictional world of prose or verse.

Auditions for All-State were open to the top 50 
percent musicians in their district festivals. As a freshman, 
Setkin was the number three flute player in her district 
last year, and was the number one flutist this year; that's 
not too shabby for someone who has been studying flute 
for only five years. 

"I was actually always attached to a reed 
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for about seven years and this month gained recognition 
for his talents earlier this month at the Berklee College of 
Music High School Jazz Festival. 

He received two Outstanding Soloist awards for 
his work with the ORRHS Jazz Band and Jazz Combo, 
and was one of four people in his class to receive an 
Outstanding Musicianship award. ORRHS participates 
in the festival every year and this was his third time 
performing. Despite his growing experience, he remains 
humble about his accomplishments. 

"I wish our whole group had won an award. We 
played really well/ 7 Bliss said. 

His musical roots are the result of familial 
inspiration. 

"My brother started playing [alto] saxophone 
about three years before I did. My dad wanted me to play 
the trombone, but I wanted to try sax because I thought 
my brother was cool/ 7 Bliss said. 

Today, his brother, Travis, studies music at the 
New England Conservatory of Music, a school Mike is 
considering in the future. 

"I'm also thinking about NYU, the Manhattan 
School of Music, and Berklee/ 7 he said. 

At ORRHS, Bliss arranges much of the music 
played by the five-piece Jazz Combo, and is avidly 
studying the music of saxophonists Chris Potter and 
Kenny Garrett. This summer, Bliss is attending the 
Eastman School of Music camp for two weeks in 
Rochester, New York. 

"I'm hoping to make some new friends and make 
some more connections in the business so I can start 
putting myself out there/ 7 he said. 

Keren Setkin is another ORRHS musician who 
has discovered a passion for music that few understand, 
nurturing a talent she didn't know she had. The 
sophomore flutist from Westport, who attends ORRHS 
through the School Choice program, performed with the 
Massachusetts Music Educators 7 Association All-State 
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instrument. We owned a flute and my mom suggested I 
pick it up, so I did/ 7 Setkin said. 

At first, playing the flute was a nice way to spend 
her time, but she didn't feel that draw to music until she 
started studying under her current teacher, John Curran. 

"From the moment I met him, he was very 
inspiring and he was really encouraging to push me into 
new things. He really pushes you to be the best you can 
be/ 7 she said. 

Her hard work has been paying off. Setkin has 
been involved with several performance groups in the 
last few years, including the Rhode Island Music School, 
founded by the Rhode Island Philharmonic. She has 
played in their orchestra, chamber, senior wind, and 
flute ensembles. Last year, she was a member of a youth 
orchestra made up of musicians from the United States 
and Canada, and played in New York City, at Carnegie 
Hall. After winning several awards for her talents, she 
realized her penchant for music wasn't born out of mere 
interest or folly, but something deeper. 

"That's when I realized that music was really my 
thing/ 7 she said. 

In May, she will be auditioning for the Boston 
Youth Symphony Orchestra. "They are one of the best 
youth orchestras in the country. And Fm scared," she 
admitted. 

She is also auditioning for the National Youth 
Orchestra of New York, a touring orchestra that performs 
all over the world. 

Though she still has two years left at ORRHS, she 
is already making plans for her post-high school life. 

"As far as college, I definitely want to go into 
music. My top two choices are U.T. Austin and Oberlin. I 
would love to go into music performance. A lot of people 
say classical music is dying and I completely disagree 
with that, and I think performance is the way to go for 
me," she said. 

Group To Revive Marion Block Party

The Veterans of Foreign Wars (VFW), Benjamin 
D. Cushing Post No. 2425 hosted one of Marion's favorite 
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events for decades - the Annual Block Party. This event 
drew residents to the streets for some evening fun, food 
and camaraderie, and as an August happening it always 
closed out the summer with some flair. 

The Block Party was canceled last year, however, 
as VFW simply decided it could not harness the 
manpower to keep it going. The previous year the event 
was relegated to earlier daytime hours due to the threat of 
the eastern equine encephalitis virus. 

Despite these setbacks, a trio of Marion residents 
is determined to resurrect the town's beloved annual 
tradition. 

On April 2, Steve Gonsalves, Marion Recreation 
Director (and Selectman candidate) Jodi Dickerson, and

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Building Commissioner Scott Shippey voted to launch 
a committee to revive the Party. With Gonsalves as 
Chair, and Dickerson and Shippey as Co-Chairs - the 
Block Party now will take place thanks to the Marion 
Fire Fighters Association and the Marion Recreation 
Department. 

"Sometimes a little missing makes you realize 
what you've lost/ 7 Gonsalves reflected. 

He stressed that although the torch will pass to 
new organizers, the revived Marion Party honors the 
VFW, Benjamin Cushing Post, "who has given so much to 
the town and country" 

Recognizing the hard work the VWF had 
put into hosting the event year after year, Dickerson 
acknowledged, "It's tough. Those guys always do so 
much for the town of Marion - they've always been 
there." 

He decided not to let the Marion Block Party fade 

away. 

"Fd hate to see this tradition die down by 
the wayside," Dickerson said of his motivation to get 
involved. 

Although no date has yet been set - the group 
plans to bring back the event sometime in August. The 
date of August 18 originally was considered, but a conflict 
with the Rochester Country Fair prompted the group to 
reschedule. 

According to Gonsalves, proceeds raised at the 
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event will benefit town programs and scholarships. 

"It will stay in town/ 7 he said. 

Gonsalves, who chaired the Marion Block Party 
committee in previous years for the VFW, said he is 
thrilled to get involved again. At the present time, he is 
seeking out more volunteers to serve on the committee. 

In the meantime, the three organizers are looking 
to bring local bands, typical festival fare, and possibly the 
Antique Car Show to the event. 

"We really want to see a lot of excitement about 
it," he said.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet.

Capital Committee Urges Long Term Planning 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Katy Fitzpatrick 

The Capital Improvement Planning Committee 
went before the Marion Board of Selectmen on the 
evening of Tuesday, April 3 and gave their input on where 
the town could see improvement in order to make tax 
dollars go further in terms of long term planning. 

The committee spent the past year making 
educational site visits to numerous town departments. 
After their visits, they reached several conclusions. 

First, the committee believes that the overall 
maintenance for town buildings needs to be improved 
in order to extend the lives of the buildings and other 
town entities. Part of the problem with the maintenance, 
as the committee sees it, is that there is a lack of long- 
term planning for any infrastructure or facility in Marion 
.Improving the planning for these buildings would help 
them last longer, ultimately costing the town less money. 

Specifically, the Department of Public Works and 
the Harbormaster's Office are two sites the committee 
have deemed inadequate, saying that several expensive 
equipment items are left outdoors because there is no 
place to put them. 

The committee sent budget forms out to several 
town departments in town to help prioritize the various

projects in town that need work. However, the committee 
said several departments submitted incomplete forms 
while others didn't submit them at all, making it very 
difficult to begin long-term projects. 

Longer term projects will help keep the town 
budget in check, the committee says. The group 
expressed concern at the $27 million project the town is 
undertaking in order to fix the roads, specifically Front 
Street. Selectmen Roger Blanchette assured the committee 
that this number is fictitious. 

While the figure might not be quite that high 
and the board is still trying to get a price on the project, 
Blanchette assured that there is a lot of work to be done 
before the roads are even fixed.

According to Blanchette, for 20-40 years residents 
have been using sump pumps in their basements in 
order to get rid of excess water from rainfall. The pumps, 
Blanchette says, are being used every three minutes for 
24 hours each day, increasing the normal 500,000 gallons 
of rainfall in the storm drains to an alarming 1.5 million 
gallons. 

As a result of the excess rain, Blanchette states 
the storm drains need to be larger; a project that must be 
completed before any road can be repaved to prevent the 
road from being dug up twice. The Board of Selectmen 
said they are still researching all options for the project at 
a variety of different prices. 

"I am very confident we will get a good 
engineered plan/ 7 said Selectmen Chair Jonathan Henry. 

While residents might be concerned at how 
much these large scale projects might cost, they can feel 
confident when it comes to the town budget. 

Finance Committee Chair Alan Miland presented 
the budget to the board. Miland said overall the town is in 
good shape in terms of the budget and the town's recent 
bond upgrade to AA+ means good news in years to come. 

The proposed budget for the fiscal year 2013 did 
see a 4.29 percent increase from 2012, however. This is the 
largest percentage increase since 2007. 

Miland cites education as the primary reason 
for the budget increase. The budget increased a total of 
$773,515; $322,135 of that figure will be spent on special

education requirements for the Sippican School. Also, the 
regular day budget and transportation for the Sippican 
School will receive $54,628 and $34,068, respectively. 

Other major contributing factors to the budget 
increase include group health insurance rate increases 
($1214,438), Plymouth County Pension Assessments 
($100,766) and the ORR Pension ($86,175). 

The town did see a decrease in the budget in 
certain areas. $17,288 freed up as a result of a fire truck 
being paid off. A reverse fund adjustment from the Finance 
Committee gave the town an additional $33,084, and fewer 
students from Marion are attending Upper Cape Cod 
Regional Technical School which saves $69,192. 

Another area where the town could see more 
revenue is the proposed project that would add two 30- 
foot floats into the Old Landing Boat Slip. Harbormaster 
Michael Cormier presented the idea to the Board. 

The implemented floats would allow Marion 
residents to rent a place to keep their boat for an affordable 
price of $800 each year. Each spot could accommodate one 
boat up to 20 feet in length and 10 feet in width. The project 
would earn 80 percent of the cost back in the first year, and 
the Board thinks it's an excellent source of extra revenue. 

"This is one more time I tip my hat to you/' 
Blanchette said to Cormier, commending his idea. 

Cormier said he will begin taking applications on 
April 9 and would create a waiting list depending on the 
number of interested residents.

Blanchette, however, expressed concern that 
a waiting list was not fair to people who would not 
hear about the opportunity in time.

Dawson also proposed the idea of possibly 
installing a solar garden at the landfill in town. Dawson 
initially saw the project in Brewster, and it would allow 
residents to buy individual solar panels. The Board agreed 
to allow Dawson to formally begin consulting with a 
company to learn more information. 

A large portion of Washburn Park has been 
cleared of unwanted brush, and while the site may be a 
bit cleaner, Dawson is concerned because the person or 
persons who cleared the area did so without consulting the 
Marion Conservation Commission. Without the consent 
of the commission, any sort of cleaning or clearing of 
town property is illegal. Furthermore, the affected area of 
Washburn Park is close to a wetland, which Dawson says is 
a town resource and should not be tampered with. Dawson 
said the incident is currently under investigation. 

Lastly, Dawson confirmed that he will be meeting 
with contractors in the coming days to begin the project of 
replacing the exterior lights at the Marion Music Hall. The 
project was initially proposed in 2010 but Dawson said it 
"fell off the radar/ 7

out for them on the night of Monday, April 2 as they tried 
to wade through questions regarding the new special 
residential subdivision on Brandt Island Road. In a recent 
Conservation Commission meeting, several abutters 
to the developing properties raised concerns that what 
was being built in their neighborhood was not what was 
approved by the town. In an effort to clear the air, the 
Planning Board held a public hearing tonight to hash out 
some of the details with the abutters and John E. Williams, 
Esquire, who represented the builder of the first and only 
home thus far in the new development. 

The Board said that the initial drawings 
submitted before the official plans were accepted are quite 
different and caused concern that the project is not being 
completed as approved. "My concern is this: This

Board asked Williams to discuss with them any potential 
changes in the plans before they begin constructing on 
other lots. 

The Planning Board also held a public hearing to 
further discuss the plans of Industrial Tower and Wireless 
to build a 145-foot cell phone tower and maintenance 
facility off Marion Road. Kevin Delaney from Industrial 
Tower, exhibited a Power Point presentation illustrating 
where the tower would be erected, what it would 
look like, and where they expect to see improved 
communication coverage. 

The hearing was continued so that Industrial 
Tower and Wireless could conduct a balloon test, which 
would give Mattapoisett residents an idea of the visual 
impact of the tower. Delaney said that since the area is so 
heavily wooded, the tower would not be noticeable. 

The Board also spoke with Town Administrator 
Mike Gagne and Department of Conservation and 
Recreation representative Eric Carlson to discuss changes 
in the flood plain maps. The updated maps now include 
several hundred more residents who may be required to 
purchase flood insurance for their homes. Under FEMA's 
National Flood Insurance program, homeowners living 
in flood areas may purchase flood insurance from the 
government at lower cost than purchasing insurance from 
private companies. 

Banks require homes within flood plain maps to have 
flood insurance in addition to homeowner's insurance. 
Without flood insurance, many residents would not be 
able to afford their homes. Board member John Mathieu 
took issue with the program, suggesting that the federal 
government is not offering any other alternatives other 
than to force homeowners to buy into the program. 
"It's like the federal government is saying, 'Take it or take 
it/ There's no choice here," Mathieu said. 
Gagne, however, cited the fact that FEMA reimbursed the 
town of Mattapoisett for much of the damage incurred by 
Hurricanes Irene and Bob, and without that money, the 
town would be faced with an immense financial burden. 
The Board decided to schedule a special hearing on April 
30 to continue the discussion so that it may be brought 
forth at Town Meeting later in the spring.

And, for that matter, what are the duties of each? 

Sophomore Class President Ruhi Raje, who is a 
member of both organizations, said that the difference lies 
in whom the organizations serve. 

"Each grade has a Student Government 
responsible for raising money and organizing class events 
such as Junior Semi and Senior Prom.

James S. Broome, M.D. died on March 24, 2012 after a 
long illness. An orthopedic surgeon, Dr. Broome practiced for 
over forty years in Boston and southeastern Massachusetts. He 
was a resident of Marion, MA. 

James Stewart Broome was born August 23, 1939 in 
Washington, D.C. He was the eldest child of Harmon W. 
Broom of Ocean Springs, Mississippi and Elizabeth Kehoe 
Broom of Moberly, Missouri. 

Dr. Broome grew up in Jackson, Mississippi. He at- 
tended Georgetown University from 1958 to 1961, majoring in 
English. He enrolled at the University of Mississippi School of 
Medicine in Jackson and spent time as a fellow at the Rad- 
cliffe Infirmary of the University of Oxford. He completed his 
medical degree in 1966, interning at The Roosevelt Hospital 
in New York. During the Vietnam War he was drafted into the 
Navy Medical Corps and stationed at the U.S. Capitol and in 
Bethesda, Maryland. He was honorably discharged with the 
rank of lieutenant and completed his orthopedic residency at 
Boston University. 

During his career Dr. Broome practiced at hospitals in 
greater Boston, Middleborough and Plymouth. He was a teach- 
ing associate at Boston University Hospital and an instructor at 
Tufts University School of Medicine. Dr. Broome also served 
as Chief of Orthopedics at the U.S. Public Health Hospital 
in Brighton. He spent most of his career at Jordan Hospital 
in Plymouth, where he served as Chief of Staff from 2001 to 
2003.

SouthCoast Outdoor 
Network Formed 
Speaking Event Spurs 
Local Nature Movement 

Every once in a while, a 
speaker is so compelling that 
afterwards your perspective feels 
instantly broadened. 

Richard Louv is one of those 
speakers. The acclaimed author 
of Last Child in the Woods: Saving 
Our Children From Nature-Deficit 

Disorder and The Nature Principle: Reconnecting with Life in 
a Virtual Age, spoke at Tifereth Israel Synagogue in New 
Bedford on Thursday, March 29 thanks to the support of 
18 local groups. 

The driving force behind his visit was Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library Director Susan Pizzolato. It all began 
when Pizzolato read an article a year ago by Louv in 
Booklist magazine that discussed a librarian's role in 
connecting adults and children with nature. The library's 
2011 Go Green summer reading program reinforced this 
agenda, and the success of the library's environmental 
initiatives solidified her desire to bring Louv to the area. 

First Pizzolato reached out to the SouthCoast 
Hospital Group, and soon enough a domino effect 
occurred as more organizations stepped forward to pay 
for Louv to visit (including the Mattapoisett Land Trust, 
Voices for a Healthy SouthCoast, Buzzards Bay Coalition, 
City of New Bedford, New Bedford Whaling Historical 
National Park, New Bedford Recreation Department, 
etc). 

And even before Louv arrived, the new coalition 
formed their own group - The SouthCoast Outdoor 
Network - with the goal of promoting outdoor activities 
in the region. 

At the talk, Louv was clearly impressed by the level 
of initiative undertaken by the local organizations. 

'This is a first time phenomenon. You named 
yourself before I showed up. . . You have a running head 
start to becoming the most powerful, most effective 
campaign," he said. 

And his talk was more than just a lecture about the 
need to get children (and ourselves) outdoors more for 
the physical and psychological benefit. His talk centered 
on a new vision for the environment and our future in it. 

"Most Americans carry around images of the future, 
and the images that pop up are something like Blade 
Runner. . . You have to be careful of what you imagine, it 
may just happen," he said. The dystopia so commonly 
imagined by Americans, he said, is inhibiting us from 
visualizing a better future for ourselves. 

He remarked that lectures on global warming are 



having the unintended consequence of creating more 
non-believers among youth. 

"The subtext is that the world would be better 
without you," he said of how young people may 
internalize these discussions. Instead there needs to be a 
vision that transcends conservation as the ultimate ideal, 
he said. 

"It can't just be about sustainability . . . We are not 
here to survive, we are here to create," he said. 

Louv presented a new vision to replace the dire, end- 
of-times scenario- of a world "where we are immersed 
as much in nature as technology." In this world, children 
would know plants and animals as well as pop culture, 
pediatricians would prescribe nature, and gardens would 
inspire healing at hospitals and prisons. He envisioned a 
world where empty lots become community farms and 
the world is "a place where education is not rote and drill 
but wonder and awe." 

He said in this future, natural history would be as 
important as human history, and we would recollect 
history not by battles waged, but by partnerships forged 

Louv entered exciting territory when he discussed 
how cities could become "engines of biodiversity." He 
described a building in Spain with vertical gardens, solar 
panels and even a butterfly habitat incubator, that not 
only sustains itself but creates new life. 

Louv said that locals could embrace this vision 
"without waiting for Congress". For example, he said 
neighbors planting native species that attract butterflies 
or other animals could create their own wildlife 
corridor. Teachers could take their students outside, 
and community members could grow gardens together. 
In his words, this greening of America could become a 
"Homegrown National Park". 

Of course, Louv tied in the need to connect children 
with nature and empower them as stewards. He 
frequently said that many children in today's generation 
do not have that special place in nature - whether it is a 
small clearing in a forest or a certain rock on a riverbed 
- to cherish as their own. Even in New Bedford it was 
mentioned that many children in this seaside community 
have never stepped foot on the beach. 

Pizzolato, and the many groups supporting Louv's 
call, hope to change this through the SouthCoast Outdoor 
Network. 

And while libraries are known mostly for their 
books, she said they are also "gateways," or an 
appropriate place to unite believers in a cause. 

"A book enhances it, but the people connection is 
what excites librarians the most," said Pizzolato.

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Dear Diary

The Moth Diaries. Starring Sarah Bolger and Lily Cole. 
Directed by Mary Harron. Running time: 82 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. Now available on IFC On Demand on 
Comcast. 

Rachel Klein's well-regarded 2002 young-adult 
novel The Moth Diaries plays with the perceptions of a 
disturbed girl, whose father committed suicide. At the 
boarding school she attends, she encounters a dark, mys- 
terious girl, Ernessa, whom she believes to be a vampire. 
Unnamed in the novel, the heroine is presented as an un- 
reliable narrator, and her fear and dread can be explained 
as a melodramatic girl's cracked filter on such hot-button 
issues as anorexia, sexuality, and the love that dares not 
speak its name. But movies aren't as deft at ambiguity; 
they literalize everything they show us, or, at least, a 
movie as squarely conceived as this one. 

The Moth Diaries is atmospheric but very slight. 
It's supposed to be about a girl, here named Rebecca (Sar- 
ah Bolger), who must fight the psychological pull of self- 
annihilation. The supposed vampire (Lily Cole, looking 
like Carroll Borland in 1935's Mark of the Vampire) seems to 
know everything about Rebecca's tragic past, and beckons 
her to death in various dream sequences. Ernessa also 
befriends Rebecca's BFF Lucy (Sarah Gadon), gradually 
draining her essence, or so it appears. All of this could still 
come across as ambiguous, and the writer-director Mary 
Harron (I Shot Andy Warhol, American Psycho, The Notori- 
ous Bettie Page) is certainly no stranger to warped narra- 
tives about self-deluding protagonists. But Harron seems 
on autopilot here. What's missing is the allure of death, 
whether this is an actual vampire film or a psychodrama 
about a girl who's read too much Dr acuta and Carmilla in 
her fiction class. 

The movie runs only 82 minutes (including cred- 
its) but feels twice as long. The usually reliable cinematog- 
rapher Declan Quinn (Leaving Las Vegas) tamps his palette 
way down, shooting everything through drab blue filters. 
Harron doesn't edit to move the film along — she just lets 
each scene dribble to a conclusion. After the early scenes, 
which establish some sort of normalcy between Rebecca 
and her friends at the boarding school, the movie loses all 




humor and attends to Rebecca's increasingly emo mood. 
We're stuck with rote, tired stuff about rigid schoolmarms 
and a professor (Scott Speedman) who admired the poetry 
of Rebecca's dad and seems to have a fixation on her. Or 
does he? The problem with a movie this unimaginative 
and amorphous that tries to be ambiguous is that we're 
not sure how to take anything it shows us. Ambiguity 
becomes meaningless game-playing. 

The young Irish actress Sarah Bolger tries hard, 
but as written Rebecca is too boringly straight-arrow to 
make us feel that she's losing her mask of sanity. (Com- 
pare The Moth Diaries with Neil Jordan's underseen mas- 
terpiece The Butcher Boy for an instructive lesson in how 
a fragmented adolescent mind can be conveyed on film.) 
Ernessa, as written here, has no personality other than the 
weird traits that Rebecca can construe (or misconstrue) as 
supernatural. In a night scene, Rebecca and another friend 
witness Ernessa apparently passing through the closed 
glass window of her bedroom. The movie seems to forget 
that once it establishes that someone other than Rebecca 
has seen something that can't be logically explained, the 
ambiguity is dead and we're looking at a lukewarm teen 
horror film. Mary Harron, who hadn't directed a feature 
film in six years, must have been attracted to the book's 
is-she-or-isn't-she narrative. She doesn't seem the type to 
jump onto the Twilight bandwagon (though Klein's novel 
preceded Stephenie Meyer's). But she toys very feebly 
with this story's elements, ending up with a goth ver- 
sion of the god-awful lesbian boarding-school drama Lost 
and Delirious, only without the eroticism. In a movie full 
of blood fantasies and predatory intentions, that's a big 
"only."

This 
event is part of a nationwide initiative by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration. It will be held Saturday, 
April 28 from 9:00 am to 2:00 pm. The purpose of such 
programs is to allow for safe, legal, and environmentally 
friendly disposal of extra drugs that patients have not 
used. 

This program serves two purposes. First, this 
program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately - either by accident or 
through illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is 
becoming far more prevalent than common street drugs. 
Widespread anecdotal and survey evidence indicates 
that a huge portion of illegal prescription drug use 
occurs when people raid friends 7 and relatives 7 medicine 
cabinets. Second, it reduces the risk of prescription drugs 
entering the water, potentially harming aquatic life or 
getting into a human water supply. If the household 
waste is incinerated, the drugs are far less likely to 
pose an environmental problem than if they go into the 
wastewater stream.
